General Dwight D. Eisenhower, the great war leader who took command of United 
States troops in the European Theatre of Operations in 1942, was Commander-in- | 
Chief, Allied Forces in North Africa, 1943, and Supreme Commander, Allied Expe- 
ditionary Force in Western Europe, 1943-45, and later commanded the American 
Zone of Occupation in Germany. He was Chief of Staff U.S. Army from 1945 
to 1948. Thus the warning he has sounded, both in speeches and subsequently 
in a memorandum on April 1, to the Senate Appropriations Committee as to the necessity 
for the United States to provide adequate and up-to-date defences, has roused 
considerable interest and concern. He himself had much to do with the preparation

of the 1951 military budget, and he still believes that 15,000,000,000 dollars is about 
the largest sum it is safe to spend on defence, including stockpiling. He does not 
recommend any major or radical increases, but rather a re-allocation of the funds 
for different activities He is particularly anxious for the strong garrisoning of 
Alaska and the modernisation of tanks, anti-aircraft artillery, and all classes of 
vehicular equipment ; and is convinced that the United States must be able to help 
her allies as well as defend herself. An enduring peace, in General Eisenhower's 
opinion, must be founded on justice, opportunity and freedom for all men of good- 
will and be maintained in a climate of international understanding and co-operation.
